Somewhat similar rules hail already been inchidc'd in the Geneva ronven- 
lion of ISM, the St. Petersburg declaration of 1S68, and were approved by 
the Brussels confcieiiee of 1S74. 
But Thn Hague convention is especially 


important because it h,Vs received the approval of so many of the gr^at na- 
tions oC the -world. 
Th« Oene\a convention, which related to the (arc of 


the -Rounded and the work of the Hcd Cross societies received at first >he ap- 
pio\al 
of 10 nations, and 
since that time of some 20 more, 
so that 


ifs principles are of -well nigh universal acceptance. 
The additions prin- 


ciples adopted in Gene\a four jcars later were approved by a much, smaller 
number, and the United States has not as yet acceded to them. 
The St. Pet- 


ersburg declaration was ratified by 16 nations, and related especially ;o the 
prohibition of explosive bullets. 
The Brussels conference discussed some 


important principles, but these were not embodied in a formal agresment 
or convention, 
Tho Hague rules have already received the approval of 22 


nations, and may therefore be fairly, said to represent the consensas of 
ciuluation upon, the subjects treated in them. 


The adoption of such rules marks a groat advance from the early days 


when nations at war were icgavdod as "two hostile camps, every mtn in 
either being the enemy of all in the other and entitled to s>lay and ca-rture 
as best he can." It was a great step forward when it came to be thcught 
that hostile acts should bo reserved for soldiers and that 'non-combal ants 
Bhould bo regarded as neutrals. 
When these fundamental principles 'vcre 


established then it became easier to agreo upon s'uccesaiveTCstrictions, and 
the rapidity w<th. which international agreements have followed each other 
is a proof of the co/responding rapid advance of p\iblic opinion on the sub.oet.

Its forests have but llttte resemblance 
to thoso of Canada: it« rivers flow eith- 
er a Ions a given parallel of latitude, like 
the Amur, or else from one rigorous 
clime to another more rigorous, and so 
have not the lenst resemblance to the 
Mississippi; Its mines to far arc placer 
exclusively, and so have but faint re- 
lationship to those of California; while 
to describe it'as an Eastern California 
is to say that cold equals warmth,
